creases were granted 'for the eastern 
and southeastern roads for the same 
classes of employes. 


U. S. BOARD IS SILEXT 


The United States Board of Media- 


tion which has its headquarters here, 
has declined to comment on the deci- 
sion, in fact, it was pointed "out "Wed- 
nesday that Chicago dispatches last 
week gave an erroneous impression as 
to the connection of the board with the 
decision. The board merely sets up 
the machinery for arbitration 
under 


the Watson-Parker law and leaves it 
to the carriers and labor unions to 
agree among • themselves as to 
the 


neutral arbitrators. 
The decision it- 


self is filed -with a federal district 
court and is binding on both sides un- 
less attacked by petition within ten 
days after the award and the law pro- 
vides that it can be attacked only if 
the impartiality or integrity of the 
neutral arbitrators can .be questioned. 


The board of mediation is therefore 


in no sense a party to the arbitrations 
and the public interest so far 
as 


transportation rates arc concerned are 
supposed to be taken care of by .the 
Interstate Commerce'commission. 


Labor executives arc arguing that 


inasmuch as the wage-increase of 
per cent which was asked had been 
granted for the eastern and southeast- 
ern roads, it will disturb wage levels 
not to have uniformity. A conductor 
taking a train into Chicago from the 
west meets a conductors from the east 
getting higher wages for the same 
work. 
To this the railways answer 


that while the rate of pay hy the day 
may be higher in the cast and south- 
cast, the average earnings taken ox-or 
a year's time and considering certain 
working hours really amount to a uni- 
form scale nationally.

suing a warning, asking the people of 
"Wisconsin to use every care in the 
"handling of these holiday explosives. 


Figures just announced by the In- 


dustrial comm^bion of "Wisconsin for 
a. period of five years tell a story of 
untold suffering and sacrifice of life 
through the abuso of tho fireworks 
privilege. Despite the state ban on 
most forms of fireworks, nearly every 
year furnishes deaths and injuries. The 
Industrial Commission in a bulletin 
just issued publishes

We truly hope_that this is the last time

The first economy move in the motion 


picture industry, which is predicted ulti- 
mately to have a far reaching effect, has 
come in the form of a 10 per cent cut in 
all salaries which now exceed S50 a week, 
announced by one of the biggest film 
companies in the business. It is stated 
that the salary cut is only one of many 
economies that -will be effected.

pany "a serious condition has arisen in 
th; motion picture industry and we-might 
as v.'tl' 'a.. °, the facts. These are that the 
nee income from the pictures is not suf- 
ficient because costs have mounted too 
hfgh. 
The industry as a whole has been 


spending too much for what it has been 
getting, and as far as this company is con- 
cerned we can go on this way no longer." 


Any patron of the movies can testify to 


the fact that much money has been wast- 
ed in the production of the pictures. 
If 


many of the"stars, for instance, get a half 
or a quarter the salary their press agents 
claim the>- do they are still overpaid. The 
general wage scale for the better actors 
is much too high when one compares the 
work they accomplish in the world, for 
instance to that of a college professor. 
The movie business has been one grand 
money debauch. It is in salaries the first 
and most drastic cut in the high cost of 
movies should be effected. 


The next place the moving picture in- 


dustry can save money is by the determi- 
nation to omit costly "spectacles" from 
the pictures. In many of the films there is 
a great waste represented in the brief 
' scenes that barely have time to register 


with any but the .very keenest minds in 
the audiences.

IF YOU CAN'T CHECK IT. CHALK IT 


Is the soda habit harmful? I have Kcr.eially ad- 


vised inquirers that there is no harm in taking a 
nip of salcratus now and then, or any part of a. 
spoonful several times a d;iy. for .a limited period, 
but it is not advisable to take bodium bicarbonate 
habitaully as an antacid, for (his rather tends to 
increase the very condition the soda taker tecks to 
relieve. 


Ordinary saleratus. such as is used for cookinp:. 


is probably the best alkali we, have, when it is nec- 
essary to render the urine neutral of alkaline or to 
oppose an accumulation of acid products of meta- 
bolsim in the bcii/ or the blood—acidosis. It is not 
the best antacid when the purpose is simply to neu- 
tralize acids of. fermentation in the stomach, or e\- 
cessive hydrochloric acid in the gastric juice as in 
cases of stomach or doudenum ulcer. 


There are craver objections to the indiscriminate 


taking of soda than I ever dreamed of. It is irri- 
tating in concentrated solution: it is quickly ab- 
sorbed into the blood and ma/ produce alkalosis—a 
state in which, in contrast with acidosis. is like 
jumping from the frying pan into the fire; it al- 
kalizes the urino and sometimes causes precipita- 
tion of phosphates in crystalline form in the urine 
m kidney or bladder, or "gravel." Several physicians 
have observed this tendency toward kidney stone 
formation and renal colic in patients undergoing the 
Sippy treatment for gastric or duodenal ulcer, in 
which a great deal of soda is given. 


Soda, -when taken regularly for a considerable per- 


iod causes a "rebound" in stomach acid secretion 
to a higher degree of acidity than would have oc- 
curred without the stim'-.lus of the alkali. 
This 


should be interestinff if disturbincjiews for the ar- 
my 
of 
missruided "dyspeptics" who munch soda 


mints as an indoor sport. Remember, /please, it is 
not my notion—I had nothing much against soda 
until Dr. A. S. Lovenhart and L. A. Crandall of 
"Wisconsin reported their study on the question. 


Magnesium hydroxide and magnesium carbonn*e 


have some advantage over soda, beinsr less soluble, 
but they are objectionable as substitutes because 
of their cathartic irritant action. Bismuth cubcar- 
bonate or subnitrate is not an antacid at all. but 
only inert powders ?:ven to protect ulcerated sur- 
faces: they discolor the stool and this worries the 
patient. 


Calcium carbonate is the ideal antacid, for these 


reasons: (1) In susnensions it is neutral. (2) It is 
therefore a potential alkali, but it neutralizes excess 
of hydrochloric acid. (3) It may be taken as freely 
as desired. M It^ has no effect on the bowel. (5) 
It does not disturb the acid base equilibrium of the 
body. 


Calcium carbonate is commonly called prepared 


chalk. It has not enjoyed popularity perhaps be- 
cause the powder taken into the mouth may set up 
coughing if a bit is inh'aled (no harm). But it may 
be had now in tablets containing about ten grains 
each, perhaps flavored with cinnamon. One such 
tablet is sufficient to neutralize the acid in the 
stomach for several hours. 


So if you insist on fooling with your own acidity, 


don't use soda, just chalk it occasionally.

gvage m Switzerland. The post of- 
fice money orders, the way bills, the 
public laws and other similar con- 
trartions are, all printed in 
three 


languages. In the congress you wil 
find a. place of three seats and hore 
the "interrupters" sit and interpret 
the message of a fellow legislator if 
some one is belated in his knowledge 
of the language. You can tell when 
you come into the French section of 
Switzerland by the way the depots are 
labeled. 
Railroadmen and postoflice 


employes must all talk two languages 
and many qf them speak English too 
The Swiss ha\e no illiterates and thej 
are therefore great trail blazers find- 
ing a pathway \\herebv neople of dif 
ferent nationalities can get along re 
gardless of color, speech, station in 
life, creed or previous servitude. 


You would really l.e surprised how 


foyal all these people are to" their own 
land despite 
of the separation 
of 


speech and other characteristics. The 
Swiss of Teutonic extraction are of 
a different type than the French. The 
former are more sturdy, 
somcwhal 


rough. Their very dialect is haru o.r:'* 
they strike their words to the roof of 
their mouths with a peculiar guttura 
sound.

They 
are as some one has said like the 
hoarding house* lady who wants youi 
patronage and gracefully does all she 
can to get and hold it but if you 
think for one moment you can put it 
over her or submerge her, she appeals 
to Helvetia her protectress to hold hei 
to the line of upward progress. 


The Swiss are therefore very jeal- 


ous of their freedom. You cannot eas- 
ily becomes a citizen here. She puts 
a fearful high income tax on foreign- 
ers. She has 110 foreigners for every 
1,000 Swiss. France has 32 for every 
1.000. In the city of Geneva only one- 
third of tho residents are citizens. 
She prizes her citizenship so great 
that the men who do not exercise it 
are fined. 
I was in one parish and 


found three men fined 15 cents a 
piece for not voting-. But the fifteen 
cents went to the parish clerk who^e 
business it was to post their names 
and the disgrace attendant with that, 
was to be the corrective and not the 
fine. We shall have to adopt that 
method or quit lambasting our city 
and state government for the major- 
ity of American voters do not go to 
the poles if we are to believe the rec- 
ord. 


We were • much interested in the 


Landsgememde. the oldest Teutonic 
democratic institution in the world. 
It still obtains in five cantons of the 
22. 
Glarus where my mother was 


born retains it. 
Five thousand vo- 


ters come together once a year and 
in five hours transact the business of 
the state. They have committees to 
v.ork out the laws, the new ones are 
sent out for study and the voters are 
ready for the question.

Switzerland may yet be- 
come the gieat beacon light of hope 
for a better world order and she 
claims that war is not a tragic neces- 
s.ty but an arrest in the world's de- 
velopment. During the war, though 
surrounded by bayonets on all sides 
she remained' neutral and spent mil- 
lions to aid all the suffering people.

Shows Waves of Values. 
Dean Russell.Says 


Madison —OP)— Higher prices for 


dairy cattle arc in sight. 


A review of the dairy history of the 


past haK century indicates that 
an- 


other peak In cattle prices is due 
about 1330-31, Dean H. L. Russell of 
the "Wisconsin College of Agriculture, 
believes. 


"A lesson for "Wisconsin farmers lies 


In the price trends of dairy cattle," he 
said. "Since 1SSO, there have been 
three waves of high values of dairy 
cattle based on relative purchasing 
power. These were in 1SS5. 1S99 and 
1015, 
representing cycles of 15 years. 


These were characterized by long pe- 
riods of stable conditions' and short 
periods of high prices, 
after which 


came a fall in prices. 


"If the past is a criterion," Dean 


Russell asserted, "the next peak will 
occur in three or four years. Even 
at the present time, the general price 
level of dairy cattle is rising." 


MORE DAIRY CALVES 


"As better prices are forecast, the 


number of dairy calves is also on the 
increase. 
In 19:3 i£ wa 
estimated 


that 371,000 were kept by Wisconsin 
farmers, 331,000 in 1926 and 351,000 in 
1927. 
The 
calves of this year will 


reach full production in about sis 
years. 
"Expansion of the dairy industry 


based on higher price levels will prove 
discouraging when the slump comes 
that inevitably follows the peak," the 
Dean pointed out. The only safe ex- 
pansion is based on economical pro- 
duction. - 
" MANY LOSE MONEY 


"About 20 per cent of the cattle now 


on Wisconsin farms are actually losing 
money for their owners. These great- 
ly reduce the profit from the SO p»r 
cent of cows which ar-5 both paying 
for their feed and care^ and making a 
profit. 


"According to the 
1926 prices of 


dairy products, .-, cow had to produce 
200 pounds of butterfat before she paid 
for her keep. The size of dairy rec- 
ords has a great bearing on the cost 
of production, illustrating the point by 
showing that a cow making 300 pounds 
of fat produced a pound of butter at 
42 cents, while another cow with a 
400-pound record, produced butter at 
27 cents. 


"If Wisconsin wiped out its unprofit- 


able cows, it would prevent any pos- 
sibility of surplus dairy feed. It would 
then have enough feed for its cows 
without buying large quantities of 
roughage an dconcentrates. 
Such a 


change would make the taxes and ex- 
penses easier to. meet."

"It is some times difficult to keep 


farm and factory so that in the devel- 
opment of both each will help the oth- 
er." Brof. Hatch continued. "Hence we 
are now told that the east is over-in- 
dustrialized and that in the Mississip- 
pi valley there is too much farming. 
Both statements are probably true; 
but if they are it is because we have 
not fully realized the fact that in the 
long- run. farm and factory must pros- 
per together. 


"Insurance, banking, transportation, 


finance and the various professions are 
all founded on a sound industrial and 
agricultural .prosperity. It must con- 
tinually be born in mind that the fac- 
tories and their workers are the larg- 
est consumers of the products of the 
farm. For example. Iowa, a sjrictly 
agricultural state with no large cities, 
is a very larce consumer of automo- 
biles, while Massachusetts, an indus- 
trial state with small farm output is 
a heavy consumer of the products of 
the. farm. 


"In Wisconsin we 
are short in 


wheat, seldom producing 35 per cent 
of our total needs while we have a 
surplus of 25 per cent of hogs and a 
shortage of. mutton of approximately 
the same amount. We have a short- 
age of beef and a large surplus of 
coives. In market quality w« cor.sume 
car total production but have a 50 per 
c«>3t surplus of osi-s- In every form of 
dairy products we- have a huse surplus 
<u In the case of j«tato«s. Xiicty-flvc 
7>cr c?z« of Wi«.on*"in p»>as must flrd 
a market outside the state. Our mar- 
keting problem therefore consists in 
finding a satisfactory outlet for our 
huge surplus of potatoes, 
peas and 


dairy products.

MASH IS IMPORTANT 
TO POULTRY FLOCKS 
DURING HOT MONTHS 


Provides Necessary Animal 


Protein for Growth—Also 
Saves Labor 


Madison —W)—The importance of 


mash as a summer feed for poultry 
was stressed by C. E. Lampman, of the 
University of Wisconsin Agriculture 
school. 


"The mash is a very important part 


of the ration for both laying hens atid 
growing1 chicks in summer," he said, 
'because it supplies animal protein for 
iheir growth. There is tendency on 
the part of some farmers and poultry 
men to neglect mash during the sum- 
mer months but its use can be made a 
great labor saving item. 


"With sufficient self feeding mash 


loppers the worry about feeding is 
practically done away with except per- 
laps a grain mixture in the evening. 
Animal protein is the most important 
part of the poultry diet and 
unless 


:hey secure this from skim or butter 
milk, it is doubly important that a 
mash containing these insr;yli<;nts be 
prepared and distribuated. 


NEED ANIMAL PROTEIN 


"Hens will quit laying if they do 


not have enough animal protein 
and 


.hey wiil be in bad condition in 
the 


:all. The growth of small chicks will 
)6 retarded. Egg production falls off 
shortly after this type of food is omit- 
ted. 


"Too many farmers believe that the 


chicke'n. during the summer, can se- 
cure ail the necessary animal protftin 
from insects, bugs and worms picked 
up about the poultry yard but 
this 


aowever can hardly serve as sufficient 
nourishment for large broods. 
'"The ration for applicable to Wis- 
consin poultry yards consists of SO 
parts of ground yellow corn, 20 parts 
of standard middlings, five parts of 
ime rock, or oyster shell, five parts of 
poultry bone and one part of salt. This 
should be supplmented with skim milk 
to drink. When no skim milk is avail- 
able, 10 or 15 pounds of meat scrap 
should be substituted. 


"The use of oyster shells is very de- 


sirable since this supplies the mineral 
food. Poultry cannot get the two es- 
sential ingredients, namely 
mineral 


and animal, without the incorporation 
of the two in a mash. 


"The proportion of mash 
feed to 


whole grain fods in th'e summer time 
s practcialiy the reverse 
of that 


which should be used in the \winter 
months. In the winter twice as much 
grain as mash is used but this propor- 
.ion should be exactly.the opposite in 
the summer." 
s

RAINS HELP FARMER 


GRASSHOPPER PEST 


Feed "Deadly Breakfast" to 


Insect to Wipe Out .Menace, 
Is Warning 


Madison—(A>)— 
Excessive 
rainfall 


this spring may react favorably to 
the farmers of Wisconsin in their con- 
stant war against grasshoppers. 


This is the belief of A. A- Gravnos- 


ky of the University of Wisconsin's 
agricultural school who declared that 
the heavy rains of April and May 
will probably cause the 
hoppers to 


stay in their breeding grounds instead 
of journeying to fields of grain 
for 


their destructive work. 


Despite this possibility* Prr>f. Grav- 


nosky advocated the use of a "dead- 
ly breakfast'' for the grasshoppers as 
a means of stamping out the menace. 
By placing a poisonous bait in infest- 
ed areas, the hoppers usually taking 
breakfast between S and 11 o'clock in 
the morning1, will partake of the poi- 
son and die. 


"There is no excuse in this age of 


knowledge." said Prof. Gravnosky," 
for farmers to work hard raising oats 
or other grains and then feed them to 
grasshoppers instead of horses. With 
only a little effort the menace can be 
done away with at a cost not exceed- 
ing ten cents an acre. 


MIXTURE KILLS TESTS 


"The hoppers come and go accord- 


ing to seasonal variations but there is 
also a flght being carried on between 
them and their natural enemies, in- 
cluding parasites and fungus diseases. 
The farmers' best weapon in the war 
against the hoppers consists of a mix- 
ture including 25 pounds of sawdust, a 
half-pint of sodium arsenite. one quart 
of molasses, three gallons of water 
and more than a pound of salt. 


"This should be mixed by pouring 


the sawdust in a tub, and after dis- 
-olving tne salt in the water and plac- 
ing the molasses and salt in a uniform 
solution, ars>enite should be added and 
loured over the sawdust so that every 
flake is dampened. 


"When spreading the mixture over 


fields, the broadcast method should 
t>e used and care taken not to place 
the substance in large lumps. Such a 
practice might result in the poisoning 
of domestic animals. It should also be 
placed along roadsides where hoppers 
are generally found by the thousands 
during the hot months. 


After eating the mixture. Prof. 
ravnosky 
explained, 
the hoppers 


usually die within a period of twenty- 
four hours or at the latest five days 
ifterwards. About fifteen pounds of 
jait should be spread per acre, he said.
